knows where the riding of Wild 
Rose is. 

He says that he often hears 
himself called an extremist and 
a far-right politician. 

"What bothers me is the ex¬ 
tremists," he said. "Wasting 
money is extreme." 

Thompson then listed the is¬ 
sues that he is currently in¬ 
volved with, including agricul¬ 
ture, crime, the fight against 
pornography and the removal 
of God's name from the consti¬ 
tution. 

"I'm going to continue to fight 
these extremists," he said. "I 
believe in right and wrong." 

Thompson concluded by mak¬ 
ing a request of the constituents. 

"I would like one more term 
to be the government. To be 
part of it," he said. 

Ron Richardson, of Olds, was 
the final candidate to make his 
opening remarks that evening. 

"I value the past and what 
has been done in the Wild Rose 
riding, but there needs to be vi¬ 
tality for the present and vision 
for the future," Richardson be¬ 
gan. 

"I do value the past and eve¬ 
rything that Myron has done," 
he said and referred to the 
nomination process as a relay 
race. "Now it's time to pass the 
baton." 

He said that "it's vital to 
open the door to new people." 

"It's time to look ahead and 
see what the future needs of the 
constituents of the Wild Rose 
constituency are," Richardson 
concluded. 

The three candidates opening 
speeches were then followed by 
a question and answer period, 
where those in attendance were 
able to test the nominees a bit. 

Allan Wilson asked what 
each candidates top three issues 
of the Alliance policy are. 

McLaren's top priority is the 
taxation structure of the federal 
government. 

'We are tired of the tax bur¬ 


den we are facing," he said. 

This was followed by educa¬ 
tion and the "brain drain" prob¬ 
lem. 

Thompson's top issue is 
changing how business is done 
in Ottawa. 

We need a truly democratic 
system," he said. "The account¬ 
ability of a politicians shouldn't 
just be every election." 

Thompson's next priority is 
that high taxes has to be ad¬ 
dressed soon. 

"There's a black cloud of debt 
- we have to do something about 
it," he said. 

"And, finally, law and order 
will never be anywhere but at 
the top of my list." 

Richardson's top three pri¬ 
orities are firstly stopping the 
splitting of the vote on the right; 
the heavy taxation load; and 
health care. 

"It's a mess that needs to be 
straightened out," he said of the 
health care situation. 

The next question came from 
Doug Wagstaff of Didsbury. 

"How do you see us bringing 
the right together? How do 
other voters fit into it when 
they take the middle road," 
Wagstaff questioned. 

Thompson said: "A right

Last Tuesday evening in 
Airdrie saw a battle of wit, 
words and Canadian Alliance 
policy, as the three area CA can¬ 
didates hit the stage for their 
first debate. 

This debate, for the Wild 
Rose constituency nomination 
race, allowed candidates Sandy 
McLaren, Ron Richardson and 
MP Myron Thompson an op¬ 
portunity to voice their feelings 
and concerns about federal poli¬ 
tics. 

The candidates drew straws 
prior to the debate to see who 


would open first and the hon¬ 
our went to the youngest can¬ 
didate, McLaren. 

"No truly great achievement 
is a result of one man ... I 
want to be part of a team that 
represents Wild Rose," he be¬ 
gan. 

McLaren said that his rea¬ 
son for running in the race 
is that "character counts." 

He says that it costs time 
and money to send a repre¬ 
sentative to Ottawa and that 
"we have to know what our 
MP is doing" when he or she 
goes there. 

"We have to monitor the 
process. We have to have more 
accountability," he said. 

McLaren went on to talk 
about high federal income 
taxes for Canadians and how it 
bothers him. 

"I got upset by a government 
that has no qualms of taking 
my income and making us beg 
for it back," he said. "Enough is 
enough." 

McLaren, a chartered ac¬ 
countant in Calgary, concluded 
by saying: 

"If a multi-billion dollar cor¬ 
poration can trust me, why 


can't the citizens of Wild Rose?" 

Current MP Myron 
Thompson was the next to give 
his opening speech. 


He began by congratulating 
and commending his two fellow 
candidates on stepping forward. 

'We need more young people 
to step forward and work ac¬ 
tively in the decisions that need 
to be made," he said. 

Thompson went on to assure 
the 75 or so people in attend¬ 
ance that the government

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Foodgrains Project helping others world-wide

On Saturday, September 16, 
2000, more than 4000 bushels of 
wheat were sent on their way to 
the third-world, courtesy of sev¬ 
eral local farmers and business 
folk. 

Dozens of people gathered 12 
miles south-east of Didsbury to 
aid the Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank, a national charity that 
sends grain to underdeveloped 
nations. 

On this weekend, charity was 
the operative word. 

A local seed grower provided 
the wheat while Kneehill Soil 


supplied the chemicals and fer¬ 
tilizer. One local farmer donated 
80 acres of land, another seeded 
it, and several others swathed 
it. Gatez Farm, of Crossfield, 
with three combines and Rich¬ 
ard Goerzen of Carstairs volun¬ 
teered the combining of field. 
The wheat was transported to 
Calgary courtesy Dick's Truck¬ 
ing, Hank Janzen and Cargill 
Ag Horizons. 

"Its an honour really" said 
Darren Marsden, who attended 
the project on behalf of Cargill. 
"Every one is having a great 
time, and giving (the wheat) to 


the people that really need it, 
especially at this time of the 
year.." 

This time of year is particu¬ 
larly significant. Most farmers 
are scrambling to get their own 
crops off. Those in attendance 
not only donated their skills, 
they gave up a day that could 
have been spent harvesting their 
own fields. 

"It does feel a little strange - 
we could all be combining (our 
own fields), but for me this is 
high priority," said Eric Goerzen, 
one of the project organizers, 
and one of the many farmers to 
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Dick's Trucking donated a truck to haul the 
crops away, so they can be sent to third-world 
countries. 


"I'll stop every 
thing to get this going." 

A group of local women did 
an honorable addition to the 
celebrated event - with an onsight 
barbecue and with refreshments. 

Though Canadian 

Foodgrains holds several simi¬ 
lar projects throughout the prov¬ 
ince, there is currently a severe 
shortage of grain in their re¬ 
serves. They are asking for do¬ 
nations of any size and any 
grain to aid people in North 
Korea, Kenya, and Ethiopia.

doesn't exist, only a right and a wrong exists. Not a right and 
a left side," he said. 

McLaren said: "It's a more fiscally conservative party than 
it used to be. I believe that a united front will emerge, but the 
perception will have to change." 

In Richardson's response, he quoted the four principles of 
the Canadian Alliance policy. 

One question came from the audience regarding gun control 
in Canada. 

"I like Stock's answer," said Richardson. "Just scrap it." 

Thompson agreed, saying, "Scrap it." 

"Who am I to disagree," said McLaren. 

Another question was "how can you be held accountable as 
our MP?" 

"The way I'd be able to be held accountable is to be able to 
look you in the eye," Richardson said. 

McLaren said: "People put a lot of credence into what 1 tell 
them." 

Thompson told the audience that he often hears compli¬ 
ments from his constituents about how he represents the 
people in Ottawa. 

T am up for recall at all times," he said. 

Ann Speirs, a member of the audience, directed a question to 
Thompson, asking him if he would do anything different if he 
got another term. 

"I’m always open to suggestions of what I can do differently," 
he said. 

Thompson went on to say that during his past terms he has 
gotten well connected in federal politics. 

"I may not be the best orator. I may not have the best 
language," Thompson said. "But, I'll guarantee you one thing, 
ma'am and the people of Wild Rose. When I say something, you 
know what I mean." 

The candidates were then given two minutes each to make 
their closing statements. 

Richardson began by referring to Wayne Gretzky, who 
started out humbly and went on to become "The Great One." 

"Just because I started out with humble beginnings, doesn't 
mean I can't go on and do the job," Richardson said. 

Thompson was next and thanked all the constituents for 
their support. 

"I'd also like to thank the candidates for their efforts in doing 
this. It's all about democracy," he said. 

"I hope you will allow me one more term in that which I 
started. I'll always be there for you, the constituents of Wild 
Rose," Thompson said. "Thank you for your blessings in the 
past. May I have them in the future." 

McLaren was the last to speak that evening. 

"I think that whoever we put our support in tonight any of 
these three people will represent you well in Ottawa. 

He concluded by saying that he is ready to serve, confident, 
capable and energetic. 

Two more debates followed last week, held around the Wild 
Rose constituency. 

The CA nomination meeting is scheduled to be held Oct. 21.

The first regular meeting of 
the Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision began with a welcome 
to new superintendent, Jim 
Gibbons.

He said that during the first 
week of classes, he had the 
opportunity to visit all of the 
schools within the division.

He went on to give a bit of 
an update on what’s new in

Gibbons mentioned the new 
logos that have been put up on 
all of the schools within the 
division. 

He then mentioned the re¬ 
sults of the 1999-2000 diploma 
and achievement exams, 
though no numbers can be 
released until later this month. 

"We did very well in both 
the achievement and diploma 
exams. We are very proud of 
our schools," Gibbons said. 

Summer In-service 

Innisfail was the home to 
the San Diego Masters Pro¬ 
gram during the summer 


months this year. 

One hundred and ten teach¬ 
ers from Canada and the United 
States took part in this pres¬ 
tigious program, which was 
held at Innisfail High School. 

Prior to coming to Innisfail, 
teachers completed two weeks 
of study on the Internet and 
then had three weeks of classes 
in the CESD division.

Trustee Penny Archibald 
was within five miles of the 
tornado. 

"You can t describe what 
happened," she said. 

She said that within a very 
short period of time rescue 
workers, emergency medical 
workers and volunteers were 
on hand to help out. 

"The locals did an excellent 


job," she said. 

"The help and the commu¬ 
nity spirit was just overwhelm¬ 
ing." 

As well, Trustee Doug 
Campbell was affected by the 
tornado. 

He said that a lot of CESD 
students were a part of the 
tornado and are still having a 
hard time dealing with it. 

"A lot of these families and 
kids are down," said Campbell. 
"I kinda feel for them." 

The board mentioned that a 
counsellor will be visiting some 
CESD schools and working 
with some of the students who 
were affected by the tornado. 

Bus braking concerns

classes, CESD got word that 
certain types of buses were 
having braking problems. 

Chair Roy Brassard ar¬ 
ranged that a mechanic go 
down and check all the buses 
to be sure that everything was 
working okay.

Extended hours for CESD 
Kindergarten students

Kindergarten students in Al¬ 
berta will be receiving an extra 
75 hours of class time this school 
year. 

The announcement came 
down in the middle of August 
that the provincial government 
has invested an additional $45 
million into Early Childhood 
Services (ECS) programs in Al¬ 
berta. 

This means that each school 
will be receiving $2048 per kin¬ 
dergarten student, instead of the 
$1306 they were previously get¬ 
ting. As well, kindergarten hours 
will increase from 400 to 475 
hours during the school year. 

"We have listened to parents, 
to our stakeholders and to 
Albertans and increased the 
funded hours for kindergarten. 
A strong healthy educational 
start is vital to student success," 


said Dr. Lyle Oberg, Minister of 
Learning. "This increase in kin¬ 
dergarten funding will help pro¬ 
vide Alberta children with a 
solid base to build on as they 
embark on their education jour¬ 
ney." 

The Chinook's Edge School 
Division board is very pleased 
with this new investment into 
learning. 

Chair Roy Brassard, a former 
MLA for Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills, says he was part of the 
government that cut kinder¬ 
garten hours a few years ago. 

"Since then, I have to say I've 
seen the light,” Brassard said. 
"I'd like to thank everyone who 
was involved in putting on the 
pressure and reinstating those 
hours." 

Assistant Superintendent 
Bill Chalmers explained to the 
board that before the hours can 


be implemented in the area 
schools, they have to be ap¬ 
proved by the parent council. 

He says that although a 
number of schools have already 
accepted the increase, they are 
not obligated to meet the 475 
hours this school year. 

Trustee Sandi Chalmers 
didn't like the idea that the in¬ 
crease didn't have to be put into 
effect. 

"My expectation is these stu¬ 
dents get their 475 hours this 
year," she said. "I want these 
kids to benefit from this fund¬ 
ing." 

Superintendent Jim Gibbons 
says the schools are being en¬ 
couraged to get as close to the 
475 hours as possible, but that 
it may be hard if there are two 
classes of kindergarten and only 
one teacher to instruct the stu¬ 
dents. 


helped more than 38 small 
businesses off to a good start, 
said Kathy Leinham, general 
manager for the Red Deer cen¬ 
tre.

Keith Sinclair, general man¬ 
ager in the Cochrane centre 
which is responsible for the 
Carstairs area stated he has 
only begun his work there but 
the future looks bright. 

"We just made initial con¬ 
tact in the area with a couple 
of future clients. 

One thing we did fund in 
Carstairs was a joint venture 
between Carstairs and 
Crossfield. It was a feasibility 
study for their downtown ar¬ 
eas because both have similar 
issues their one-way down 
towns." 

Sinclair hosted a open- 
house lunch at the Carstairs 
Co-op Sept. 13. 

Teresa Mercer, Mercer Mer¬ 
cantile Health Foods, in Dids¬ 
bury said she received more 
than a business loan from the 
Red Deer Centre for business. 

"They were very helpful and 
encouraging. They showed us 


a couple of things we didn't 
think of with different courses 
and seminars like how to get a 
wider market," said Mercer 
who has been dealing with the 
centre for three years now. 
"They are a lot more person¬ 
able than dealing with a bank." 

For 16-year-old Chris Holt 
from Sylvan Lake, the Olds 
open house was a chance to 
receive an award and thank 
the centre for all their help. 

Holt was awarded the Carl 
Ringness Memorial award for 
his business RockIT science. 
Holt builds custom designed 
computers in his parents base¬ 
ment in Sylvan Lake. Not only 
does he want to build and sell 
computers, he wants to teach 
others so he put together a 
club where people can help 
each other. 

"I want everyone to be able 
to use their computer to its 
fullest," Holt said. 

Along with helping entre¬ 
preneurs, the centre is also 
committed to future entrepre¬ 
neurs. 

Last year, Kate Peppinck, 
14, of Innisfail was sent to 
Youth Entrepreneurship 
Camp. 

Community Futures Devel¬ 
opment supports these camps 
and has sent three youths from 
Central Alberta.

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The right move? 



Sometimes people really sur¬ 
prise me. 

This is especially true in doing 
my job as editor of this newspaper. 

Three years I have been here 
now and I still can t believe how 
many people are afraid of journal¬ 
ists. 

There are so many times that I 
have been working on a story, 
which may or may not have been 
on a controversial issue, and I 
make a phone call and identify 
who I am, and people just clam up. They put their guards up 
immediately, refuse to answer any questions I may have and 
give me the standard "no comment" response. 

I don't think that I come across as a die-hard, go-for-the- 
jugular, do-anything-for-the-story kind of reporter. I don't 
sit here scheming daily about who I can destroy next and I'm 
not interested in ruining people's lives. 

The reason that I'm even mentioning this is because of 
something that happened to me a little while ago. 

I was working on a story about a local family in town who 
may have been at risk of losing their business. I spoke to them 
about it, to get their side of the story, and decided it might be 
something I would like to run in the paper the following 
week. 

After talking to the locals, I called the head office for the 
corporation and tried to talk to one of the area representa¬ 
tives of the company about what was happening. He refused 
to make any comments on the issue and then questioned why 
I even found the story newsworthy. All in all, I got nothing 
out of him. 

You see I don't understand this. If I were involved in a 
touchy situation like this, I would want the community to 
know the whole story. I wouldn't want to risk losing any 
business in Didsbury and I definitely wouldn't want a one¬ 
sided account of the situation going in the local paper. It just 
doesn't make sense. 

If you leave it up to the public to decide what the whole 
story is, you are putting yourself at risk of really looking bad. 
It's best to be upfront and then let Joe Public judge each side 
before making a stand on it. 

What people don't realize is that journalists aren't out to 
get you. We are just trying to keep our readers informed 
about as many issues as possible, with as much information 
as possible. 

Do realize though, if you are in the public eye and have 
done something wrong, people deserve to know about that 
too. But, it wouldn't be without you first having the oppor¬ 
tunity to state you side of it. 

Here's a little tip. The words "no comment" never look good 
in print. They run alongside the words "no explanation" and/ 
or "no accountability," in both journalist's and the public's eye.

Time to limit Charter rights

I concur with Quebec's Minis¬ 
ter of Public Security that the 
federal anti-gang laws are too 
complex, costly and timid to stop 
the province's brazen motorcycle 
gangs and that Charter rights 
involving freedom of association 
should be temporarily suspended 
in cases of suspected organized 
criminal activity. 

In response to the alleged gang 
shooting of Montreal crime re¬ 
porter Michel Auger, Serge 
Menard, Quebec's Minister of 
Public Security, called on the 
Liberal government to invoke 
the constitutional notwithstand¬ 
ing clause to suspend the Char¬ 
ter guarantee of free association 
and stop the devastating violence 
in Quebec that has killed over 
150 gang members and bystand¬ 
ers. 

I fully support temporarily 
suspending this particular Char¬ 
ter right of individuals suspected 
of organized criminal activity. I 
am sick and tired of criminals’ 
rights superseding the collective 
rights of law abiding citizens. On 
this point, I think Canadians 
would agree. 

I support changing the law to 
make membership in specific 
groups a criminal offence. I criti¬ 
cized former Justice Minister 
Allan Rock for not amending the 
law according to his 1997 Anti- 
Gang legislation and current 


Justice Minister Anne McLellan 
for failing to honour her 1998 
promise to protect prosecutors, 
prison guards and police officers 
reportedly intimidated by mem¬ 
bers of outlaw biker groups. 

In conclusion I refer to Su¬ 
preme Court Judge L'Heureux- 
Dube's 1997 comments in re¬ 
sponse to the Feeney case. In her 
dissenting opinion Justice 
L’Heureux-Dube suggested that 
now that the charter is 15 years 
old "it may be time to reassess the 
balance courts have struck be¬ 
tween protecting the individual 
rights of the accused and pre¬ 


serving society's capacity to pro¬ 
tect its most vulnerable members 
and to expose the truth." 

I think its high time we opened 
up this debate, determining 
whether or not Charter rights 
should be extended to those con¬ 
victed of committing a crime. I 
am confident Canadians would 
agree that Charter rights should 
be reserved for law-abiding citi¬ 
zens. I therefore, pledge to make 
this an issue for the upcoming 
fall session of Parliament in an 
attempt to stop the blood shed 
throughout Canada and particu¬ 
larly in Quebec.

DITORIAL

How far can you stretch the 
truth? If you’re leader of the fed¬ 
eral Liberal Party, the answer is 
ten years, and counting. Despite 
endless Liberal promises to "scrap 
it," the goods and services tax has 
raided consumer pocket books 
now for a full decade. 

The GST was originally Brian 
Mulroney’s New Year's gift to 
Canada in 1991, or should I say 
time bomb. Packaged as a fair 
substitute to the 13.5% manu¬ 
facturer's tax, the GST became a 
lightening rod for public protest. 
So wound-up were otherwise 
sleepy Canadian taxpayers that 
they showed up at "Axe the Tax" 
rallies and signed petitions in 
the tens of thousands. 

Routed in the next election, 
the Conservatives passed the poi¬ 
soned GST chalice to the Liber¬ 
als and ever since have struggled 
for redemption. 

The Liberal promise to "abol¬ 
ish" the tax before sweeping into 
power in 1993 claimed its casual¬ 
ties. Heritage Minister Sheila 
Copps was forced to resign her 
seat because the tax was not neu¬ 
tered. She returned to Parlia¬ 
ment in a subsequent by-elec¬ 
tion. 

Another Liberal MP, John 
Nunziata - of "rat-pack" fame - 
was unceremoniously turfed 


from caucus after voting against 
the budget in protest to the GST 
policy. By the way, he too re¬ 
turned to Parliament, not as a 
Liberal but as an Independent 
MP. 

Like them or not, Nunziata 
and Copps were as shrewd as any 
"Survivor" series contestant. The 
Liberal Party's recovery from the 
GST debacle was less impres¬ 
sive. Thanks to vote splitting 
between Conservatives and Re¬ 
formers, the Liberals took the 
1997 election with a mere 38% of 
the popular vote. 

Disregard Ottawa's spending 
spree and the original GST plan 
didn't sound like such a bad idea. 
Conservative finance minister 
Michael Wilson pitched the tax 
on the commitment to erase the 
national debt "All GST revenues 
will be allocated solely to the ef¬ 
fort to bring the public debt un¬ 
der control," promised Wilson. 

It never happened. The To¬ 
ries and the Grits had a better 
plan. Run deficits and pile up the 
national debt to a record high 
$583 billion by 1997. 

Hindsight they say is 20/20. 
But how much better off would 
we be had GST revenues actually 
been used to retire the debt? 

Since 1991, Ottawa raked in 
over $185 billion thanks to the 
GST. Had the federal govern¬ 
ment put our money where its 


mouth is, the national debt would 
now be considerable less at $384 
billion. Imagine the billions of 
dollars that could have been freed 
up for tax cuts. 

Canadians would have enjoyed 
one of the greatest sustained pe¬ 
riods of economic growth. Many 
of us would have lived to see the 
national debt erased. 

The Conservative Party may 
even have been vindicated for 
introducing the tax that killed 
the debt. The Liberal promise to 
smash the GST would be forgot¬ 
ten. Today's $41 billion annually 
spent on debt interest would 
likely be used to appease pres¬ 
sure groups by cutting taxes and 
increasing social spending. 

As it happens, Ottawa still 
turns a blind eye to the debt; 
promising only a $4 billion re¬ 
duction and praying interest 
rates remain steady. A legislated 
debt reduction plan is as amor¬ 
phous as ever. 

At the current rate, the GST 
will be 140 years old before the 
debt is retired. By then, the Lib¬ 
erals will have about 35 election 
campaigns to come clean on its 
GST policy. 

Ten years after the acrimony 
over the GST, the Liberal party 
is adrift and the Canadian Alli¬ 
ance is coasting on a wave of 
Conservative defections and 
growing support for tax relief. 

Stockwell Day can credit both 
Conservatives and Liberals for 
his current success. Broken 
promises over the GST broke 
faith with the public. Barring 
any unforeseen vote splitting, 
that rupture may still turn the 
tables in the next general elec- 
chronic care at home. Yet despite tion.

Last Monday, the Liberals 
abandoned the simple belief that 
a national health program de¬ 
serves a national plan and a na¬ 
tional vision. I welcome the 
money for health care, but where 
is the plan and vision that every¬ 
one knows is required? 

Instead of showing vision for 
an innovative plan to build a sus¬ 
tainable system for tomorrow, 
Jean Chretien blinked. When 
Medicare was built, Canada saw 
the future needs and met them. 
Monday's deal looked only to the 
past. 

To look to the future, Canada 
needs a national plan. We must 
deal with prescription drugs, 
homecare and the growingthreat 
of privatization. 

Tomorrow's health system will 
be strapped by the high cost of 
drugs and more care will be pro¬ 
vided by drugs - not by hospitals. 
Yet with drug prices rising 27% 
last year alone, Chretien chose to 
present no plan to control health 
care's fastest rising expense. 

A plan to keep drugcosts down 
and help families afford them 
does two things. One, it allows all 
families to afford the care they 
need. Two, it allows money to be 
spent on care, rather than emp¬ 
tying the new billions into the 
pockets ofbig multinational drug 
corporations. 

Tomorrow's health system will 
be more community-based, as an 
ageing population requires 


families being left to care for loved 
ones without homecare support, 
Chretien chose to present no plan 
to make the public system com¬ 
plete. 

A plan for national homecare 
makes sense. Because the health 
care system of the 1970s isn't 
what we need today. It certainly 
isn’t what we need tomorrow. 

Chretien abandoned his elec¬ 
tion promises on Monday. But as 
even Premiers acknowledge, he 
also abandoned the national gov¬ 
ernment's role and right to set 
national priorities. 

We saw this first when the 
Liberals let Ralph Klein open for- 
profit hospitals in Alberta. And 
there’s nothing in Monday's deal 
that stops Mike Harris from do¬ 
ing the same. 

Monday's deal says quite 
clearly that when the next right- 
wing premier attacks public 
health care, citizens are on their 
own to defend it. 

Showing Canadians the 
money is not enough in the face 
of this threat. Only a vision and 
a plan can protect and improve 
the public system Canadians de¬ 
mand. 

And he abandoned the dream 
of one national system, operated 
not-for-profit, to the whims of 
Mike Harris and Ralph Klein. I 
say it is not a radical idea that a 
national government shouldn't 
just cough up the cash, but pro¬ 
vide the national plan and na¬ 
tional vision to back it up.

It was 
rain ing fairly 
hard, off and 
on. About half 
way there, the 
clutch cable on 
the Tercel I 

was driving broke. After that, the vehicle wouldn’t go 
any place. What should I do? Where should I go for 
help? I prayed that God would guide me and work out 
His will in this situation. At that point it was raining 
pretty hard, so I waited until it let up. Then I pushed 
the car off to the side of the road and set off walking to 
the house of a Nigerian mechanic, who is also a good 
friend and kind of an entrepreneur. 

I hadn’t gone far when the heavens opened and the 
rain poured down. The total distance that I walked 
before catching a taxi was just over a kilometer, but I 
was thoroughly soaked from the waist down. My little 
umbrella kept my top part dry, but the splashing from 
cars as I walked across the bridge got me very wet. My 
socks were soggy inside my running shoes. I waited 
inside a bus shelter for a while and then caught a taxi 
to my friend’s place. When I got out of the taxi the rain 
had stopped and I walked the last hundred yards to his 
place. 

Fortunately he was at home; he left to go to Abuja 
and on to Lagos within an hour of my arrival. The car 
that I had been driving is usually used by Lois Fuller, 
who is on study leave just now. The car Janet and I' 
usually use was with the mechanic, so he gave me that 
one. However, there was very little fuel in the tank. 
When we went out to get the car it was again pouring 
| rain, so we didn’t bother to get fuel from his car for 
j mine. About half way home, the car ran out of gas. Here 
j 1 was, standing beside the road trying to catch a taxi to 
j take me home so I could get some gas to put in the car. 

Several cars stopped but had six or seven people in 
them already. Finally a car pulled up just ahead of me. 

I trotted up to it and asked about getting a ride to 
Hillcrest School. He asked what was wrong with my 
car. I explained about running out of fuel. He hesitated.

clothes. There was discipleship that afternoon, but I 
had time for a nap before that; it had been a traumatic 
couple of hours. However, God had answered prayer 
and I definitely had something to share with the boys 
about God caring for us. 

Far too often we hear about the bad things in life. I’m 
all too ready to talk about the vagaries of the electrical 
system here in Jos, or the lack of fuel. I complain about 
the few Nigerians who are corrupt or not hard-work¬ 
ing. However, here is a perfect example of how the vast 
majority of Nigerians operate. They are generous, 
helpful, and hard-working. This man could have given 
me a ride to Hillcrest, or just passed me by, but he 
stopped and gave me fuel that is expensive and hard to 
get. A ‘Good Samaritan’ is alive and well in Jos, 
Nigeria.

QUESTION: We have an adopted girl who came to us when 
she was 4 years old. She is very difficult to handle and does 
pretty much what she pleases. For us to make her obey would 
be very unpleasant for her, and frankly, we don’t feel we have 
the right to do that. She has been through a lot in her short 
life. Besides, we’re not her real parents. Do you think she’ll be 
OK if we’ll just give her a lot of love and attention? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ m afraid you have a formula for serious 
problems with this girl later on. The danger is in seeing 
yourselves as substitute or “stand-in” parents who don’t have 
the right to lead her. That is a mistake. Since you have legally 
adopted this child, you are her “real” parents, and your failure 
to see it that way may be setting up the defiant behavior you 
mentioned. It is a common error made by parents of older 
adopted children. They pity their youngsters too much to 
confront them. They feel that life has already been too hard on 
them, and they must not make things worse by discipline and 
occasional punishment. As a result, they are tentative and 
permissive with a child who is crying out for leadership. 
Transplanted children have the same needs for guidance and 
discipline as those remaining with their biological parents. 
One of the surest ways to make them feel insecure is to treat 
them as though they are different, unusual or brittle. If the 
parents view such a child as an unfortunate waif to be shielded, 
he will tend to see himself that way, too. Parents of sick and 
handicapped children often make this same mistake. They find 
discipline harder to implement because of the tenderness they 
feel for that child. Thus, a boy or girl with a heart condition 
or some serious illness can become a little terror, simply 
because the usual behavioral boundaries are not established 
and defended. It must be remembered that the need to be led and 
governed is almost universal in childhood, and it isn’t lessened 
by other problems and difficulties in life. In some cases, the 
desire for boundaries is actually increased by other troubles, 
for it is through loving control that parents build security and 
a sense of personal worth in a child. Returning to the question, 
I advise you to love that little girl like crazy — and hold her to 
the same standards of behavior that you would your own flesh 
and blood. Remember, you are her parents! 

QUESTION: I have a friend whose children drive me crazy 
when I’m around them. They are the most undisciplined brats 
I’ve ever seen. We can’t even talk when they are around. I 
would love to help my friend with a few disciplinary tips. How 
can I do this without offending her? 

DR. DOBSON: When you want to point out a flaw or 
shortcoming in someone else’s behavior or character, you do 
it the way porcupines make love: very, very carefully. Other¬ 
wise, you’re likely to lose a friend. Pointing out parenting 
mistakes in others is even riskier. You’re liable to get your ears 
pinned back for trying it — even when your motives are 
honorable and you have a child’s interest at heart. That’s why 
I never offer unsolicited advice about other people’s children, 
no matter how badly I think it is needed. If you insist on telling 
the other mother what she doesn’t want to hear, let me suggest 
that you first invest some time and effort in your friend. When 
a relationship of confidence has been carefully constructed, 
you’ll have then earned the right to offer her some gentle 
advice. There are no shortcuts to this process.

Look what’s new at the Complex! 

The folks at the Didsbury Memorial Complex have come up 
with another new initiative for the kids in the area, and according 
to Facility Manager, Rhonda Hunter, “it’s a great opportunity for 
kids to get involved in recreation in general, at the rink or the 
pool”. What she is talking about is the new Ice Patrol program, 
a sort of revision of the old ‘rink rat’ program, only with a broader 
scope. “Because public facilities are demanding more, open 
skating needs to be monitored closer,” says Rhonda. She saw 
similar programs in the cities first, and simply enhanced what 
they were doing to create our own ‘made in Didsbury’ program. 
Ice Patrol volunteers will be in charge of monitoring the open 
skating programs, provide guidance and direction to the patrons, 
and help work on the safety aspect. “Ice Patrol members will be 
part of the recreation complement of volunteers and staff,” adds 
Rhonda. “Because we’re charging for Open Skating this year, 
we’ll need help monitoring the skaters. The Ice Patrol will accept 
payment to open skaters, issue wristbands, monitor behaviour, 
commending good behaviour as well as inappropriate, handle the 
music, and skate with the public as well. “The main criteria these 
kids have to have is to have good behaviour themselves, so they 
can be a good example,” Rhonda adds. Anyone from 13 years to 
Grade 12 who might be interested in applying for the Ice Patrol 
must have a teacher write a reference and their role in school, 
interaction with others, and their general conduct. “It’s a real 
community spirit issue,” suggests Rhonda. “We want the mem¬ 
bers of the Patrol to be those who respect the facility, and 
hopefully, their attitude will become contagious. We really want 
the program to continue to grow and eventually have a young 
coordinator, so the event becomes part of our employment 
component down the road.” Applications are ongoing, so if you’re 
interested in joining the Ice Patrol, stop into the Complex for an 
application form.

We don’t realize there are people I 

in our community who have difficulty reading, or per HKYfl 

haps English is not their first language, and they need | » * N **Kk ^ wm 4 

support and assistance. Project Read Soon is a literacy ! 

program in Mountainview County where tutors are 
trained to help adults improve their reading, writing, 
spelling, speaking, basic math, and life skills. As Donna 
Gole says, “Our goal is to provide tutoring and small 
group classes to literacy and English as a Second Lan¬ 
guage (ESL) learners.” Rebecca Still is the coordinator 
of the program, and the office is located on the lower floor 
of the Provincial Building in Olds. “Rebecca recruits 
volunteer tutors and matches them with students who 
call and wish to receive our services,” Donna says. The 
most recent endeavour with Project Read Soon has been 

in the area of family literacy. “Our goal is to help see that the whole family is literate, and 
develops the ability to understand, and of course, appreciate the printed word,” Donna adds. 
In 1999, there were 63 students participating in the program, with 36 trained tutors. Last year, 
there were 676 tutor hours, “and that doesn’t even include the ESL or Readers Theatre hours,” 
says Donna. “It takes maybe one or two hours a week.” says Donna, “for both literacy and 
ESL tutoring. It’s a very important service.” Project Read Soon is managed by an advisory 
Board of Directors, and as Donna says, “we now have a lot of new members embarking on a 
Board development workshop.” The group partners with Olds Neighborhood Place and the 
Mountain View Society for Lifelong Learning. If anyone is interested in sitting on the Board, 
learning tutoring skills, or participating in the literacy services offered, they should contact 
Project Read Soon at 556-3045.

“We’re planning on building a lodge in 
Didsbury,” she says, “which is an exciting project just getting off the ground. We’re hoping to 
do some innovative things in the Didsbury lodge to meet the needs of the community.” 
Fundraising has been ongoing for the past while and will continue as the months proceed. The 
fall fundraising has not been firmed up yet, but as Doreen says, “watch for some exciting 
fundraising events coming soon this fall.” If you have any ideas for the new lodge, or just want 
to welcome Doreen to town, pop on over to the MVMB office just south of Ward’s Value Drugs.

"Because the new system 
ties rail cars to farmer contract 
sign-up and deliveries, competi¬ 
tion should increase and farm¬ 
ers should have more negotiat¬ 
ing power with the grain com¬ 
panies," said Measner. "These 
were critical features in design¬ 
ing a new system. Our bottom 
line was to enhance the position 
of farmers in their dealings with 
grain companies." 

In addition to these details, 
the CWB and grain companies 
also agreed on both Board and 
non-Board rail car requirements 
for the next six weeks to ensure 
all grains move as smoothly as 
possibly until all new proce¬ 
dures are in place. 

Under the new environment, 
the CWB will maintain its sta¬ 
tus as the shipper of grain which 
ensures the grain is routed to 
the most economical facility, port 
or destination.

Using revenues and the grain plus weight of grain 


Canadian Wheat Board bulletin 


At a glance 

•On Friday, September 8 the North Dakota Wheat Commission (NDWC) officially filed 
a Section 301 petition into Canada's wheat and barley trading practices. The NDWC had 
announced earlier in the week that they would be initiating the petition. The United States 
Trade representative will have 45 days to determine whether to proceed. 

•The Board of Directors will hold a scheduled board meeting in Winnipeg on September 
13 and 14. 

From elevator to port 

•Rail car unloads for all grains at Vancouver for week 6 (week ending September 10) were 
3,521. Rail car unloads at Thunder Bay totalled 1,481 cars. Unloads at Churchill totalled 
456 cars. 

•Primary elevator space was 23 per cent, up from 21 per cent last week. Manitoba 
elevators averaged 18 per cent space, Saskatchewan elevators averaged 19 per cent and 
Alberta elevators averaged 35 per cent space. 

Potpourri 

•After a week of showers and poor drying conditions, harvesting resumed in most regions 
on the weekend. The CWB's Weather and Crop Surveillance analysts believe harvest is about 
half complete, which is slightly below normal, but well ahead of last year's harvest. Harvest 
is furthest advanced in Manitoba and Southern Alberta. Central Saskatchewan and 
Northern Alberta have been hardest hit by the inclement weather.

Make every second count 


Club Week program helps 
* ^youth leave inhibitions aside 
and learn to value each mo¬ 
ment. 

When she arrived in Olds for 
the Alberta 4-H Club Week pro¬ 
gram, Karin Lynn Schmid of 
Keoma thought she knew what 
to expect. But as it turns out, 
the last program she attended 
in her final year in 4-H will be 
one that sticks out in her 
memory for years to come. 

"It was an awesome time. I 
expected it to be like any other 
summer camp, but it wasn t like 
that at all. It went by so fast. 
There was a lot of new people, a 
•—lot of activities, and it was the 
best way I can think of to end 
my years in 4-H." 

A member of the Irricana 4-H 
Beef and Multi-club, 17-year- 
old Schmid said the program 
not only offered games, fun and 
friends, but also gave partici¬ 
pants the chance to meet in 
small groups and talk about 
ideas and events that are impor¬ 
tant to them. We talked about 
important issues and there was 
a lot of really good ideas and 
debating. It was very helpful." 


Sponsored by Agricore, the 
Bank of Montreal, UFA, 
Agrium, Alberta Motor Asso¬ 
ciation, Lammle’s Western Wear 
and UGG, the August 22 to 27 
Club Week program was a 
chance for young people from 
across the province to meet and 
discuss issues of concern to 
them. With an unending stream 
of games and group work, del¬ 
egates quickly develop an at¬ 
mosphere of friendliness, open¬ 
ness and trust that allows them 
to share their own ideas and to 
listen with an open mind to the 
opinions of others. In this way, 
organizers hope all participants 
will leave with a greater sense of 
self-confidence and respect for 
both themselves and others, and 
will be able to draw on that in 
the years ahead. 

The theme of this year's pro¬ 
gram, Every Second Counts, 
emphasized the importance of 
appreciating both the small and 
the monumental moments in 
one's life. This is something 17- 
year-old Lisa Boddez of St. Albert 
learned there. Alter taking part 
in Club Week, she said she is 
more willing to seize opportuni¬

When delegates arrived at 
Olds College at the beginning of 
the program, they were greeted 
by staff members dressed in pe¬ 
riod clothes, ranging from a late 
19th century homesteader to a 
1960's hippie, and even futuris¬ 
tic costumes.

Getting money into farm¬ 
ers' pockets faster is one of the 
main goals of the Canadian 
Wheat board's new feed barley 
pilot program. Following the 
CWB's Fixed Price Option pro¬ 
gram, the Guaranteed Deliv¬ 
ery contract with an Early 
Payment Option for feed bar¬ 
ley is another step for the CWB 
in developing flexible payment 
options for farmers. 

As well, the CWB expects 
the program to ensure suffi¬ 
cient feed barley supplies to 
allow it to pursue market op¬ 
portunities this fall. The in¬ 
ternational feed barley mar¬ 
ket has recently strengthened 
and the conditions surround¬ 
ing this change will be exam¬ 
ined in a future CWB now 
column. 

Beginning on Sept 5, the 
program offers feed barley 
growers the opportunity to 
receive earlier payment based 
upon the CWB's Pool Return 
Outlook (PRO). If the farmer 
chooses the early payment 
option they will need to lock in 
“the early payment value be¬ 
fore delivering and before De¬ 
cember 20, 2000. Alternatively 
producers can choose regular 
payment on their tonnes re¬ 
ceiving the initial, adjustment, 
interim and final payments as 
they have in the past. The 
CWB guarantees 100% deliv¬ 
ery opportunity on contracted 
feed barley tonnes. The con¬ 
tracted feed barley must be 
delivered by Dec 31, 2000 De¬ 
liveries will occur in accord¬ 
ance with delivery calls issued 
by the CWB. 

The CWB reserves the right 
to limit the volume of barley 
committed to the program if 
sales requirements are met 
prior to the program's Sept 30 
deadline. 

The following prices com¬ 
pare the program's payment 
as of Sept 8 with the mid-point 
of the Pool Return Outlook 
(PRO) and off-Board price, less 
all deductions.

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What is your combine strategy this harvesting season? 


While harvest may 
seem to stretch on for¬ 
ever, especially when the 
weather turns damp, the 
actual time that the com¬ 
bine is running isn't all 
that long. Even though 
many farms grow a wider 
variety of crops now than 
they did a few years ago, 
with fall-seeded canola 
and maybe some winter 
wheat to stretch the har¬ 
vest out even further, 
very few combines will 
run more than three of 
four weeks per year. 

With new combines 
costing between 

$200,000 and 400,000 the 
cost per acre of having 
these machines around 
can be staggering. Some 
farms can justify having 
the newest and biggest 
model available because 
they have enough acres 
and operators to keep the 
machine fully utilized at 
harvest. \but what do you 
do when your farm isn't 
quite that big (or when 
your banker says "No")? 

The use of custom op¬ 
erators can work well for 
some farmers. In most 
cases a local custom out¬ 
fit or a neighbour can 
provide timely service at 
a fair rate, especially if 
the farmer has only a 
few hundred acres of any 
one crop. Even some very 
large farms in Alberta 
custom hire out all their 
combining, using the big 
custom combining crews 
that work from Texas up 
to here. 

Another approach is 
to use late model used 
machines which can give 
you many of the newer 
features but at a lower 
price than a new com¬ 
bine. The need for re¬ 
pairs should be minimal 
if the machine is well 
maintained. 

Except to get a good 
lease rate or financing 
deal from your machin¬ 
ery dealer because they 
do not want these ma¬ 
chines sitting around on 
their lot. 

Older, large capacity 
combines are an option 
for farmers who need the 
ability to cover a lot of 
acres quickly but want a 
smaller capital invest¬ 
ment. These are espe¬ 
cially suited for someone 
who can do their own 
major overhaul work to 
keep repair costs and 
thus costs per acre down. 

Farmers may lease or 
buy the new combine 
with the intention to do 
custom work plus their 
own crop. 

This works well in 
some cases, but it re¬ 
quires a stable customer 
base that pays their bills 
on time, enough crop 
variation that not every¬ 
thing is ready at once 
and an operator that can 
be away from their own 
farm for days on end at 
harvest. 

Machinery sharing 
with a farmer in another 


area is a newer cost cut¬ 
ting concept that is now 
being experimented with. 

The Alberta farmer 
would co-own the com¬ 
bine with a farmer in an¬ 


other area, typically 
down in the US, where 
the harvest period is ear¬ 
lier than ours. 

Once the combine is 
done harvesting on the 


one farm if is shipped on 
to the other one. There 
are still lots of potential 
problems to be sorted out 
on this one, but the cost 
savings could be big.

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Gene increases 
protein, bread 
wheat quality 


A recently discovered gene, 
when bred into current West¬ 
ern Canadian Red Spring 
wheat lines, can increase pro¬ 
tein content with no negative 
effect on baking characteris¬ 
tics, says Dr. Odean Lukow, 
head of the Cereal Quality 
Protection section at the Agri¬ 
culture and Agri-Food Canada 
Cereal Research Centre in 
Winnipeg. 

With increasing markets for 
value-added products such as 
frozen dough and other spe¬ 
cialized bread products, today's 
markets are demanding high 
protein wheat. The research 
is continuing, but findings to 
date show the work could lead 
to greater returns for both 
crop producers and the 
breadmaking industry. The 
three-year study received 
$90,000 from the Western 
Grains Research Foundation 
Endowment Fund. 

The new gene, originally in 
a North Dakota wheat line, 
has already been incorporated 
into the registered Canada 
Prairie Spring HY 639 line. In 
this new study, researchers 
determined whether the high 
protein gene could successfully 
be incorporated into CWRS 
lines. 

"We also had to ensure that 
the high CWRS quality would 
be maintained," said Lukow. 

Over five years, research¬ 
ers compared the protein con¬ 
tent of high protein CWRS 
lines both with and without 
the genetic substitution. They 
had several objectives: to de¬ 
termine how protein content 
increases affect the biochemi¬ 
cal distribution of protein in 
the kernel, to evaluate the 
breadmaking quality charac¬ 
teristics of high protein lines 
and to assess the blending po¬ 
tential of high protein wheat 
lines with weaker wheats. 

Finally, the researchers 
wanted to investigate the po¬ 


tential of high protein wheat 
lines for value-added products 
such as gluten, and evaluate 
the suitability of high protein 
lines for speciality bread prod¬ 
ucts such as bagels, pretzels 
and multi-grain breads. 

Wheat containing the high- 
protein gene had protein lev¬ 
els that were one percent 
higher than wheat without the 
substitution. Biochemical 
studies showed that the gene 
did not affect wheat quality. 
The ratio of different proteins 
remained the same when total 
protein concentration in¬ 
creased, which is good news 
for the bread making indus¬ 
try. 

"With this substitution, we 
may be able to increase the 
protein concentration of 
cultivars, which is a major 
selling feature for the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board," Lukow 
said. "Customers want to see 
high protein content, and we 
could assure them that high 
protein does not have a nega¬ 
tive effect on bread-making 
quality." 

The wheat containing the 
high protein gene was charac¬ 
teristic of good quality CWRS 
cultivars, with no significant 
difference in dough extension 
properties or loaf volume com¬ 
pared to lines without the high 
protein substitution. 

The findings have major im¬ 
plications in expanding the 
bread wheat market. 

Blending of flour from high 
protein lines with weaker CPS 
flour gave a higher loaf vol¬ 
ume than the loaf containing 
CPS flour alone. The high pro¬ 
tein wheat also shows poten¬ 
tial in value-added applica¬ 
tions because as wheat pro¬ 
tein content increases, more 
gluten can be extracted. Re¬ 
search will continue to assess 
the performance of high pro¬ 
tein wheats in speciality bread 
products.

Nitrates accumulate in 
drought stressed crops 


If planning to graze or bale a 
drought stressed cereal crop for 
greenfeed, test it for nitrates 
first. There have been reports of 
several cereal crops developing 
high levels of nitrates under 
drought conditions this sum¬ 
mer. 

"Excess nitrates accumulate 
in plants whenever they are 
stressed due to hot dry winds, 
drought, cool cloudy weather, 
hail or frost," says Dr. Bjorn 
Berg, forage specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Lethbridge. 
"When under stress, the roots 
continue to take up nitrogen in 
the form of nitrate, however, 
due to impaired photosynthesis 
the nitrate is not converted to 
protein and accumulates in the 
stems and leaves. Nitrate accu¬ 
mulation is highest about three 
days after a hail storm or frost. 
Hail or frost damaged crops 
should be cut right away, to 
prevent nitrate accumulation, 
or after seven to ten days to 
allow accumulated nitrate to be 
converted to plant protein if the 
plants recover, or to be leached 
out if they die." 

Annual forage crops tend to 
accumulate greater amounts of 
nitrates than perennial forages 
as they are often planted into 
well fertilized, manured or re¬ 
cently ploughed pasture. An¬ 
nual crops are usually harvested 
at the milk to soft dough stage 
when nitrate contents are high. 

"In ruminant animals such 
as cattle, nitrate is converted to 
the more toxic nitrite by bacte¬ 
ria in the rumen," adds Patrick 
Ramsey, PAg, beef specialist 
with Alberta Agriculture, High 
River. "The nitrite is then 
changed to ammonia, which is 
absorbed by the blood and passed 
in the urine as urea. Nitrate 
poisoning occurs when the ni¬ 
trite level in the rumen exceeds 
the capacity of the microbes to 
convert it to ammonia. When 
this happens, nitrate and ni¬ 
trite are absorbed through the 
rumen wall into the blood¬ 
stream. Nitrites change blood 
hemoglobin to methemoglobin 
which won't release oxygen to 
body cells, and the animal be-

gins to suffocate." 

Individual animals have dif¬ 
ferent levels of tolerance to ni¬ 
trites as evidenced by the vari¬ 
ability in the onset of produc¬ 
tion or reproductive problems 
or death. Animals in good con¬ 
dition, receiving adequate nu¬ 
trition are able to convert ni¬ 
trate to nitrite and finally to 
ammonia more efficiently than 
animals in poor condition. 

Chronic nitrate poisoning 
generally occurs when nitrate 
(N03) levels are 0.5 to 1.0 per 
cent of the feed consumed (dry 
matter basis). Production prob¬ 
lems such as reduced weight 
gain, lower milk yield, depressed 
appetite, and greater suscepti¬ 
bility to infection often go unno¬ 
ticed. Reproductive problems 
such as abortion within the first 
100 days of pregnancy, prema¬ 
ture calves that die within 18-24 
hours of birth, and newborn 
calves that survive and have 
convulsions or seizures can oc¬ 
cur, but are usually not recog¬ 
nized as being feed related. 

In acute poisoning animals 
can die within a few hours of 
initial ingestion of a high ni¬ 
trate feed having over 1.0 per 
cent nitrate. Signs of acute poi¬ 
soning include: increased heart 
rate, muscle tremors, vomiting, 
weakness, blue-grey mucous 
membranes, excess saliva and 
tear production, depression, la¬ 
boured or violent breathing, 
staggered gait, frequent urina¬ 
tion, low body temperature, diso¬ 
rientation and inability to get 
up. 

"For safety sake feed test for¬ 
ages, especially greenfeed, for 
nitrates," says Berg. "High ni¬ 
trate feeds should be fed in com¬ 
bination with low nitrate feeds 
in order to reduce the total ni¬ 
trate level in the diet to below 
0.5 per cent. For example if your 
greenfeed tested 1.5 per cent 
nitrate, it should only be fed at 


about one third of the total diet. 

"Introduce animals to a high 
nitrate feed slowly after they 
have been well fed. Rumen mi¬ 
crobes are able to adapt to higher 
nitrate levels in the feed over 
three to five days and make the 
nitrate conversion cycle into 
nitrite and ammonia three to 
five times more efficient. If ani¬ 
mals are abruptly switched from 
a low nitrate level to a higher 
level, a build up of nitrates can 
be expected before the microbes 
become adapted." 

Feeding rations in two or 
three meals per day rather than 
one will reduce the amount of 
nitrite released from the feed at 
one time. Nitrate poisoning may 
be reduced by feeding high lev¬ 
els of high energy feeds such as 
grains and molasses and vita¬ 
min A. A source of carbohydrate 
slows down the build up of ni¬ 
trites in the rumen so cows fed 
grain are less susceptible than 
those fed roughage alone. Since 
fertility is not a concern in feeder 
cattle, consider feeding high ni¬ 
trate forages in combination with 
other forages and grain to feeder 
cattle instead of pregnant cows. 

If you suspect nitrate poison¬ 
ing contact your veterinarian. 
A solution of methylene blue 
given intravenously aids in the 
conversion of methemoglobin to 
hemoglobin and helps prevent 
oxygen deprivation.
